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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bookbrowse.com in view of Garrido and Kitamura (6.829,594). 

Bookbrowse shows displaying a list of books in a recommendation home page; a 
customer selecting a book from the list and in response the customer's selection, 
displaying a portion of the book on the display; when the customer wants to purchase 
the book, switching to a home page managed by a vendor; inputting by the customer 
predetermined items to buy the book (since it shows linking to and buying from 
Amazon.com to purchase and Amazon requires predetermined items including at least 
name and mailing address and the number of copies), sending via telecommunication 
line the predetermined items to a vendor who prints and delivers the book. Bookbrowse 
does not show that the vendor home page is managed by a vendor who prints and 
delivers the book; that the entire contents of the book are available for display; or 
printing the number of copies based on electronic information indicating the content of 
the book stored in a memory device of the vendor. 
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Garrido shows a home page managed by a vendor who prints and delivers the 
book, and printing the number of copies based on electronic information indicating the 
content of the book stored in a memory device of the vendor. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the method of Bookbrowse by 
providing a vendor homepage where the vendor prints and delivers the book, wherein 
the vendor prints the number of copies based on electronic information indicating the 
content of the book stored in a memory device of the vendor in order to reduce waste 
associated with large scale printing. 

Kitamura shows providing the entire contents of the book for browsing (Kitamura 
provides for browsing of all content with a time limit per page, among other 
embodiments as in Fig. 3). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to further modify the method of Bookbrowse by providing the entire content as taught 
by Kitamura in order to better enable the customer to select books for purchase. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground{s) of rejection. 

Regarding the combination, the examiner respectfully disagrees. 
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With respect to Applicant's argument that Bookbrowse does not show entering 
the particular information, the examiner respectfully disagrees and believes that it is 
inherently shown via the purchasing interaction with Amazon.com. 

With respect to the Applicant's argument that Garrido does not show a vendor, 
the examiner respectfully disagrees. An electronic bookstore is a type of vendor.
